Some thought he had come 
back to run for goveruor, while others shrewdly 
suspected that he was here to work up the state 
for Biaine, with a view that the next ticket 
should be 
BLAINE AND BULLOCK, 
while others seeing the freedom with which he 
seemingly walked the streets, inquired wby he 
was not arrested. A lad hastily rushed to the 
executive department to enquire if there was 
any rewa:d offered for him. 
HIS APPEARANCE

THE CENTrENNIAL. 


From Washington to Philadel phia-- 
The Centennial Grounds, 4c. 


Wasuincton, D. C., 
May 13th, 1876. 

Editors Constitution:—The train for 
the centennial guests left the Baltimore 
and Potomac depot at 12 mM. on Tues- 
dav, May 9th. The weather for several 
preceding days had been extremely 
warm and sultry for this season, but on 
this eventful day the rain fell steadily, 
and the murky clouds gave promise of 
an unpropitious day. 
But nobody was deterred by the rain, 
and fourteen passenger coaches were 
promptly filled at the appointed hour. 
All wore a pleasing smile and their 
holiday garb. 
Col. Tom. Scott failed to perfect ar- 
rangements with the direct railroad 
line, so his train carried us on anew 
route by way of York, Columbia and 
Lancaster. 
Words will fail to convey to your 
mind my impression of this beautiful 
country. The soil is in the highest state 
of cultivation—dotted over with com- 
fortabie homes. At this season it is 
literally “clothed in living green”— 
every leaf sparkling fresh from the fre- 
quentshowers. Altogether it seemed to 
me the paradise for farmers. Compared 
with our Georgia plantations, every 
difference is in favor of Pennsylvania. 
We Georgians exhausted our abundant 
supply of adjectives and expressions of 
surprise long before we came to Lan- 
caster, and looked in mute bewilder- 
ment at the success and apparent 
wealth of this farming population. The 
country is well watered, and the banks 
of the numerous streams are cultivated 
to the waters edge. Occasionally a 
graceful willow hangs over the water, 
but there are no neglected spots—no 
briers nor rushes — all clean and smooth 
as velvet. - 
We would see sometimes a bed of 
lime rock cropping out on the surface, 
but most commonly a lme-kiln was 
thereto attached. The thrifty farmers 
feed their land with this valuable 
home made f:rtilizer. Very frequently 
we saw the laborers scattering this lime 
broadcast in generous supply. Every 
farm has a magnificent barn—some- 
times three or four times the size of the 
dwelling. Some are entirely of brick 
or stone, and all are built upon a stone 
foundation, and the barn yard most 
commonly enclosed in a stone will, in- 
side of which we could see numbers of 
fine blooded cattle. I saw not one 
loose cow or hog, and a fence of posts 
and three parallel wires made a very 
satisfactory ooundary for their fields in 
many places. With the recollection of 
some Georgia farms in mv mind,seamed 
with gullies and covered. with stones, 
fence corners and creek banks crowded 
with weeds, briars, sassafras bushes 
and a wilderness of vines, I confess to 
very little elation of spirit, and there 
was a very general complaint of our 
system from our entire delegation. So 
far as the eye could reach,

extended, stretching out into space di- 
versified by mills, factories and a fre 
uent succession of towns and yillages. 
We crossed the Susquehanna on the 
longest bridge I have ever seen—a most 
magnificent structure. Just beiow ex- 
tensive shad fisheries were seen, and 
also the head waters of the splendid 
canal that begins at that point. All is 
activity, progress and enterprise. 

On we went, dashing wildly over ra- 
vines and large streams, around the 
hills and through the valleys, the track 
as steady as a paved street in this city, 
no delay, no hindrance, no fear of col- 
lision, no jerking starts nor clanking of 
railroad switches, until I almost reason- 
ed myself into the belief that Colonel 
Scott westhe man to represent the 
“Great Unknown.” 

At length we landed at the Centen- 
nial depot and as if todamp our ardor, 
the rain came down with. provoking 
steadiness, until we reached the Globe, 


one of the new hoteis erected on the 
grounds. With wet feet, and our bag- 
gage on the next train—we asked for 
a fire. To our amazement we were 
told, there was no such heating appa- 
ratus provided in that establishment. 
With lengthened faces we took a room, 
and hoped for the best. The rooms 
here are nice and well arranged—well 
furnished, sweet and clean, but the 
eating was hardly average hotel fare. 
The rain continued all night. until 8 
a m. Before we were out of our beds, 
the street was crowded, and the throng 
increased during all the forenoon—un- 
til it seemed as if

to celebrate the day. Philadelphia 
should,be called the city of flags, as 
well as the city of brotherly love. Since 
the time that flags were invented, I ain 
sure there was never a larger display of 
that pecu/iar decoration. Every house 
—every window—often half a dozen or 
more !o each window—every corner, of 
every elevation, the horses, the vehicles 
every place had its supply of flags. 
Thcre was cloth enough of that pecu- 
liar pattern used in Philadelphia to 
clothe the state of Georgia in an outer 
garment. Nor wasit confinedto the 
city—the whole route was adorned 
with a frequent display of bunting. 

Riding down Chestnut and Walnut 
streets, you were almost canopied with 
flags; while Independence hall was fes- 
tooned and encircled, every available 
point supporting the stars and stripes. 
You have had, ere this, full accounts 
of the opening ceremonies. They were 
grand—magnificent. On the grounds 
you would not stop toask, “why it was 
not complete—finished?” Your thought 
would be, “how was it possible to do 
so much and so well.” 

The Art gallery. together with Me- 
morial hall, will repay any lover of the 
beautiful for a trip from Georgia. 

Machinery hall is a wonderful build- 
ing in its extent and arrangements. 
That 1400 horse power Corliss engine 
wonld interest the simplest- under- 
standing. It was weaving calicces, 
worsteds, silks, carpets, etc. It cut, 
folded, and gummed one hundred and 
twenty envelopes to the minute. It 
reeled spools of cotton and silk in the 
most rapid and easy way. It turned 
off countless paper collars ready for the 
market. When it gets everything un- 
der way, what a stupendous display of 
power there wili be! 

I shall not attempt to describe the 
exhibition, for 1 had only a flying 
glimpse of anything. Fortunately I 
obtained-a sedan chair, and I never se- 
cured more pleasure for the small out- 
lay of money. For sixty cents an hour 
you get achair with astrong, able guide. 
Without the slightest fatigue or worry 
to yourself you can be pushed all over 
the grounds and through all the build- 
ings, excepting the art gallery and me- 
morial hall. It is the sine qua non for 
an invalid, the most reasonable and 
satisfactory luxury of the place. 

For the benefit of those who contem- 
plate a visit to the centennial I will 
say— 

HOTEL CHARGES 


are high—five dollars a day—not in- 
cluding any extras. Hack hire, two 
dollars perhour, with enormous rates 
for a short ride, not counted by the 
hour. This will give a rich harvest to 
the city of Philadelphia. But it is more 
than likely the commission itself will 
never be repaid itsexpense. However 
this interchange of articles and ideas 
will invigorate the industries of our 
country and give a fresh impetus to 
many prosperous and enterprising sec- 
tions.

IHE RECREANT CATHOLIC PASTOR 
OF WEST BATON ROUGE. 


His Irreguiarities and his Conse- 
quent Removal by the Charch. 


The New Orleans Republican, in its 
ecition ot yesterday morning, publish- 
ed a letter signed by T. Albert Vaud- 
ray, late pastor of one of the Catholic 
churches in West Baton Rouge. Mr. 
Vaudry, who, contrary to the Roman 
Catholic ecclesiastical institution, has 
united himself in the bonds of matri- 
mony, it is alleged, with a daughter of 
one of his church wardens, says in his 
missive: “Frankly, fearlessly,conscien- 
tiously, in the face of heaven and earth 
Ihave repudiated the degrading state 
of celibacy,” which, to use his words, 
has been “demonstrated to be a disas- 
trous failure, a eurse, a stupendous 
fraud.” Withaview to ascertaining 
the truth concerning this affair, one of 
our reporters called on the vicar gener- 
al yesterday, and obtained from him 
the following facts: 

Mr. Vaudry had come from New York, 
recommended by some one in New 
York, but his grace, the archbishop had 
never received him in his diocese. He 
was sent to assist several pastors, among 
whom was Father Vallee, of Ca.roliton, 
who, after a few days caused his remo- 
val, complaining of his unpriest-like 
conduct. He was subsequently sent to 
a church in

but again his removal from there be- 
came necessary, and he was ordered 
back to New Orleans. After several 
opportunities had been afforded him, in 
which he respectively distinguished 
himseif by his misdemeanors, he was 
finally offered a vacancy in West Baton 
Rouge, the position he occupied at the 
time of his 
MARRIAGE. 


Some time atter his arrival at his new 
pust his conduct was such that, acting 
in the absence of his grace the arch- 
bishop, the vicar general felt compell- 
ed to suspend him from duty, and after 
notifying him of the fact sent his suc- 
cessor to fill the vacancy. Mr. Vau- 
dray, however, together with some 
church adherents, with the exception 
of the secretary and another man, re- 
fused to relinquish his position. The 
people became very muclirincensed at 
this, and the vicar general notified him 
and the wardens that they would be 
excommunicated if they persisted in 
preventing the

from occupying his pulpit within a 
limited space of time, designated in the 
communication. Subsequently Mr. 
Vaudray wrote to several of his rev- 
erend brethren asking them for assist- 
ance to go to California, where he in- 
formed them there was an opening for 
him A subscription was accordingly 
gotten up, and the sum of $150 real- 
ized. 

Monday evening the vicar general 
received a dispatch from Baton Rouge, 
informing him that Mr. Vaudray had 
been married the day before at noon 
by an Episcopal minister, at the resi- 
dence of his bride’s father. Telegrams 
were sent to Baton Rouge, and Mr. 
Vaudray denied being married, which, 
it is thought by the vicar general, was 


ainere pretense to secure the $150 


which had been subscribed by his rev- 
erend brethren. The disappointment 
which he experienced in not receiving 
the money elicited the following post 
scriptum in his letter to the Republican: 
“Some of my dear reverend brethren 
owe meafew hundred dollars which

Iima de Murska’s Troubles.

No philosopher has ever evolved from 
the depths of his interior consciousness 
any theory explaining why it is that 
gifted actresses and artistes invariably 
contract unfortunate matrimonial alli- 
ances. The fact, however, seems to be 
that it is the doom of these luckless 
children of genius to take unto them- 
selves for husbands the most worthless 
or rapacious ot men.
